CHOVLD the apologist for the In- 
^ dian try to justify the red man’» 
cruelty by citing ease» of white bar- 
barity, he need only refer to the ca*« 
of King Philip of Pokanoket, chief of 
the Wampanoags. When he was killed 
the colonists treated his bojy as though 
it were the carcass of a wild beaat. 
They beheaded and quartered him. 
They exhibited the head on a gibbet 
at Plymouth for 20 yeara and they 
nailed the quarters on trees. 
One 
of his hands, mutilated by a bursting 
pistol, was given to Alderman, his 
slayer. 
King Philip (Metacomtt) was the 
second son of friendly old Masaasoit 
but he had no love for the white men. 
He saw' that unless their expansion 
was stopped his own race was doomed. 
So he began uniting the tribes of New 
Kngland against them. 
The colonists 
suspected that he was preparing for 
war but he succeeded in deceiving them 
until June, 1075, when his warriors, 
contrary 
to 
his 
orders, 
attacked 
Swansea, Mass. 
Concealment being 
no longer possible, Philip plunged into 
the conflict with savage fqry. 
Th« 
next thi^e months his warrior» and 
their affies, 
the Narragansetts, de­ 
stroyed 12 of the 90 towns in New 
England. 
The 
“Terror 
of 
New 
England” 
reached the peak of his caroer at the 
Battle of Bloody Brook near Deerfield 
where he killed 90 colonists. After tbtt 
the star of the Wampanoeg began to 
wane. 
Wetamoo, hi» sister-in-law, the 
“Sqaw Sachem of Pocaaaqt,” who had 
led .'MO warriors into the field to aid 
Philip, was killed by the colonists who 
cut off her head and set It up on a 
pole at Taunton, Mass. 
Then the 
chief’s wife and son were captured 
and sold into slavery In the West In­ 
dies. 
“My heart breaks bow. I am 
ready to die,” said the great chi«f. 
By now he, with only a faw faithful 
followers, was fleeing from placa to 
place like a hunted wild animal. On» 
of hi» warriors suggested surrender 
and Philip instantly kHled him with 
one blow of his tomahawk. 
Alder­ 
man, the slain warrior’s brother, im­ 
mediately deserted to the English and 
offered to lead Captain Church to Phil- 
Ip’s hiding place. 
On August 12, 1070, the English fur- 
rounded the swamp where the Wam- 
panoag had taken refuge. 
As they 
closed In they sighted their quarry 
speeding along a path, one of the few 
avenues of escapo from the swamp. 
Suddenly Alderman rose up before the 
fleeing chief. 
He fired and King Phil­ 
ip fell with two wounds in his breast. 
Alderman’s 
gun 
had 
been 
double 
charged—one bullet for his brother 
and one for himself!

If you had hard luck with head let­ 
tuce again last year and it was eith-1 
er utterlv headless and 
ran up to 
seed or if the heads were as em pty 
as those of some people 
you know,i

this spring. 
Ju st m ake th e ground 
richer and be sure there is a w ater 
supply available. 
T here is only one secret to m ak­ 
ing head lettuce head, rich soil, plen­ 
ty of m oisture and keep 
it r.iorirg 
from th e day 
the seed sprouts 
A 
check in growth from lack of nour­ 
ishm ent or lack of m oisture m eans 
no head. 
S tart a box of seed in the 
house or in a hotbed or cold fram e 
and bavA thA little plants readv to 
tran sp lan t as aoon as the ground 
can be worked. G ire them plenty of 
room, keep them 
hoed 
religiously, 
and see if they don’t head. 
It m ight be a good plan to try 
j some other variety than the one you 


used last year. In some sect ons one 
variety will head more readily than 
another. 
Inquire am ong your neigh-1 
bors who grew good head 
lettuce 
and see w hat variety they had and I 
if you can’t find out this way 
try 
some of the “sure heading” varieties 
advertised in the seed 
catalogues.!
